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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 1 8- 1 34 on February 24, 2004 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1 18-134 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 0 030 
152 or EP 0 312 840. 

EP 4 1 52 and EP '840, both disclose a gasification furnace having a gasification chamber 
for pyrolizing and gasifying a fuel comprising a fluidized medium, a fluidized bed, and internal 
revolving flow of fluidizing medium in the gasification chamber, wherein the fluidizing medium 
is withdrawn from the gasification chamber at a position below the interface of the fluidized bed 
as shown in the figures of both references, and the fluidizing medium is returned to the 
gasification chamber at a position below the interface. The combustible material supplying port 
is provided above the fluidized bed for supplying material to the fluidized bed. A heat recovery 
chamber is provided to recover heat from the fluidized medium. The gasification agent supplied 
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can be a gas containing no-oxygen molecule to the gasification chamber. The combustible gas 
and char discharge are introduced into a slagging furnace (figures and page 3, lines 40-49 of EP 
' 840) (figures and abstract of EP ' 152).
